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Family pushes flu vaccine 

Stephen Nolan’s survivors urge HlNl shot for all, even healthy people

The family of a 46-year-old 
Halifax man who died 
Wednesday after contract¬ 
ing the HlNl flu virus is 
pleading with the public 
to heed the advice of 
health officials and get 
vaccinated. 

Stephen Nolan was an 
otherwise-healthy outdoor 
enthusiast and marine bi¬ 


ologist with an incredible 
zest for life, his fami¬ 
ly said in a release is¬ 
sued Thursday after¬ 
noon. 

“Stephen’s family 
wants to emphasize 
the fact that healthy 
people with no risk 
factors who think 
they may not need Stephen 
the vaccine should 
get themselves immu¬ 
nized,” said the release. 
“There are no risks to the 



vaccine and treating the 
disease after the 
emergence of symp¬ 
toms may be too lit¬ 
tle, too late.” 

The family also 
thanked the staff at 
the QEII Health Sci¬ 
ences Centre for 
their efforts to save 
Nolan Nolan’s life after he 
was admitted to the 
intensive care unit with se¬ 
vere symptoms. 

Dr. Robert Strang, the 


province’s chief medical 
health officer, echoed the 
family’s sentiments and 
urged people to get the 
shot as soon as possible. 

“This is the first (case 
like this) in Nova Scotia, 
but about a third of deaths 
across Canada are in peo¬ 
ple that were previously 
healthy,” Strang said. “This 
is not meant to scare or 
alarm people, but every¬ 
body is at some level of 
risk for this disease ... and 


therefore we should all be 
immunized.” 

There have now been a 
total of six deaths in the 
province due to HlNl, but 
Strang maintained Nova 
Scotia is on the downward 
slope of the pandemic’s 
second wave. 

“It’s not unusual at all 
with influenza to see that 
time lag between overall 
disease activity and the in¬ 
dicators of severe disease,” 
he said.

Owl enthusiasts looking 
for a meal are out of luck 
after a Dartmouth Hooters 
restaurant caught fire in a 
suspected arson Thursday 
morning. 

The business famous for 
hot wings and hot pants 
was empty at the time of 
the blaze and no one was 
hurt. 

People in the parking lot 
of the nearby Swiss Chalet 
reported smoke coming 
from the Main Street build¬ 
ing shortly after 7 a.m. 

After firefighters extin¬ 
guished the flames, inves¬ 
tigators deemed the fire 
suspicious. The investiga¬ 
tion was turned over to 
Halifax Regional Police. 

Officials said the build¬ 
ing suffered substantial 
damage. 

“There was some fairly 
significant fire inside 
there,” said Capt. Dave 
Meldrum of Halifax Re¬ 
gional Fire and Emergency 
Services. “There’s water 
and smoke damage on 
both floors and fire dam¬ 
age as well.” 

Within a couple hours, 
some Hooters employees 
had gathered in a nearby

Halifax Regional Police say 
a Woodside resident was 
shot in the chest as he 
tried to keep three 
assailants out of his home 
on Wednesday night. 

Officers were called to 
532 Pleasant St. to find a 
50-year-old man with a sin¬ 
gle bullet wound to his 
chest. The man was trans¬ 
ported to hospital with 
non-life threatening in¬ 
juries but wouldn't co-op¬ 
erate with police. 

Police say they believe 
three men attempted to 
force open the victim’s 
door at about 8:20 p.m.

sent her her any emails. 

Police are advising the 
public to contact PayPal 
through a separate email 
or by phone to ensure the 
money has been deposited 
before shipping sold items.

Doc raises 
flu clinic 
questions

A Halifax doctor had some 
tough questions for the 
Halifax Regional School 
Board on Wednesday 
night, telling board mem¬ 
bers he was concerned 
about how HRSB handled 
the second wave of the 
H1N1 pandemic in area 
schools. 

Dr. Paul W. Bennett, di¬ 
rector of the Schoolhouse 
Consulting Group in Hali¬ 
fax, said 
schools 
should have 
been an inte¬ 
gral part of 
the swine flu 
vaccine roll¬ 
out. 

“Other 
provinces 
have chosen to involve 
school boards in the ad¬ 
ministration of immuniza¬ 
tion campaigns from the 
very beginning,” Bennett 
told board members. 
“Why did the HRSB, and 
more particularly (the 
province’s chief medical 
health officer Dr. Robert 
Strang), rule out school- 
based H1N1 flu clinics?” 

Bennett, who gave a 10- 
minute presentation at the 
board meeting in Dart¬ 
mouth, said he’s not inter¬ 
ested in laying blame, but 
simply felt there are 
“some questions that need

to be asked.” 

He suggested after 
school-aged children were 
identified as a high-risk 
group, parents could have 
at least been sent a con¬ 
sent form to sign indicat¬ 
ing their child could be 
vaccinated in school — a 
strategy implemented in 
New Brunswick. 

But board member Gina 
Conrad said Nova Scotia 
shouldn’t be 
compared to 
other juris¬ 
dictions. 

“Just be¬ 
cause some¬ 
one else does 
it, does it 
mean that 
we have to 
do it?” she asked. 

HRSB senior staff advi¬ 
sor Judy White added 
opening clinics in schools 
was considered, but ulti¬ 
mately the vaccine supply 
shortage made it impossi¬ 
ble. 

“(Health officials) have 
always worked from a pri¬ 
ority list... and were trying 
to get the vaccine to those 
who needed it the most,” 
she told Bennett. 

“We basically said we 
would do whatever we 
could to help, but we can’t 
do a five-week shutdown 
in one particular school.”

Soldier’s diary tells of 
Acadian deportation 

Transcript depicts witness account in 1755 


Transcripts from a diary 
kept by a young American 
soldier fighting for the 
British is giving historians 
a new twist on the 
deportation of Acadia ns 
from the Maritimes in the 
18th century. 

In 1755, 30-year-old Jere¬ 
miah Bancroft signed up for 
one year as a militiaman 
with the British militaiy. 

He kept an almost-daily 
diaiy of his service, which 
took him from Boston to 
Beausejour, N.B., and later 
to Grand Pre, where he par¬ 
ticipated in the deportation 
of Acadians. 

A transcript of the diaiy 
was found by historical 
archeologist Jonathan 
Fowler and was publicly dis¬ 
played Thursday at Saint 
Maiy’s University by Fowler 
and Earle Loclcerby, an ex¬ 
pert on the deportation. 

The deportation forced 
the French Acadian popula¬ 
tion from Nova Scotia after 
it refused to swear an oath 
of loyalty to the British. 


Decade-long study 

• Jonathan Fowler first dis¬ 
covered the typed transcripts, 
transcribed in 1925, at the 
Nova Scotia Archives in the 
mid-1990s. Bancroft's origi¬ 
nal diary hasn't been found. 
Fowler and his students at St. 
Mary's have studied the tran¬ 
script for 10 years. 

Bancroft was a junior offi¬ 
cer to Lt.-Col. John Winslow, 
whose own diaiy provides 
much of what is known 
about the deportation, 
which displaced about 7,000 
Acadians in 1755 to Britain, 
Louisiana and France. 

The diaiy also fills in his¬ 
torical gaps at Grand Pre 
from mid-November to the 
end of December, when 
Winslow left Grand Pre for 
Halifax. 

Bancroft’s account of the 
time differs from the diary 
kept by Winslow. Bancroft 
was lower down the chain 
of command and had no 


reputation at stake, said 
Fowler, who teaches at 
Saint Maiy’s. He called the 
British soldiers in Bancroft’s 
account “weekend war¬ 
riors” who were not good at 
following orders. 

In one passage, Bancroft 
describes the reactions by 
Acadian men who learn 
that they’re losing land and 
cattle, and the guilt he feels 
in his role as enforcer. 

His writing is often un¬ 
grammatical and plagued 
with spelling mistakes, but 
the feelings he conveys are 
clear, such as a passage dat¬ 
ed Sept. 5, 1755, when Ban¬ 
croft writes, “Seing them¬ 
selves so Decoyed the 
shame and confusion of face 
together with Anger so al¬ 
tered their countenense 
that it cant be expressd.” 

Bancroft’s witness ac¬ 
count tells of a shooting and 
of escapes by Acadians, in¬ 
cluding one by two men 
fleeing a church, which was 
not previously known.

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Stem cells used to 
heal lungs of rats 

Research could help newborn babies 


An international team 
headed by a University of 
Alberta researcher has 
used stem cells to heal and 
protect the lungs of 
newborn rats — research 
that could help premature 
babies with chronic lung 
disease. 

Dr. Bernard Thebaud’s 
team injected stem cells 
from bone marrow into the 
rats’ airways. Two weeks 
later the rodents were run¬ 
ning twice as far on tread¬ 
mills and had better sur¬ 
vival rates. 

The stems cells acted like 
tiny damage control facto¬ 


ries, pumping out a healing 
liquid that scientists are 
working to understand. 

“That healing liquid 
seems to boost the power of 
healthy lung cells and helps 
them to repair the lungs,” 
said Thebaud, who is also a 
specialist at Edmonton’s 
Stollery Children’s Hospital 
neonatal intensive care 
unit. 

“The human implication 
is that we envision a stem 
cell-based treatment for 
these babies that suffer 
from chronic lung disease.” 

Babies who are bom ex¬ 
tremely prematurely can’t 


breathe on their own and 
need help for their lungs to 
develop properly. About 
half of babies bom before 
28 weeks get chronic lung 
disease, a condition that 
can affect lung capacity as 
they grow up. 

Thebaud and his team’s 
findings are to be pub¬ 
lished Dec. 1 in the Ameri¬ 
can Journal of Respiratory 
and Critical Care Medicine 
and are already attracting 
international attention. 
The team included re¬ 
searchers from Montreal, 
France and the U.S.

Revelations rock Ireland 

Report says church covered up decades of child abuse 


News in brief 


Bishops of the Roman 
Catholic Church in Ireland 
covered up decades of 
child abuse by priests in 
order to protect the 
church’s reputation, an ex¬ 
pert commission reported 
Thursday after a three- 
year investigation. 

Abuse victims welcomed 
the commission’s report on 
the Dublin Archdiocese’s 
mishandling of child abuse 
cases — one of several gov¬ 
ernment investigations into 
chronic child rape, beatings 
and other cruelty in 
Catholic-run schools, chil¬ 
dren’s workhouses and or¬ 
phanages from 1975 to 
2004. The government said 
the investigation “shows 
clearly that a systemic, cal¬ 
culated perversion of power 
and trust was visited on 
helpless and innocent chil¬ 
dren in the archdiocese.” 

“The perpetrators must 
continue to be brought to

justice, and the people of 
Ireland must know that this 
can never happen again,” 
the government said, also 
apologizing for the state's 
failure to hold church au¬ 
thorities accountable to the 
law. 

This is the second major 
government-ordered report 
this year exploring why au¬ 
thorities permitted wide¬ 
spread abuse of boys and 
girls at the hands of the 
Catholic Church through¬ 
out most of the 20th centu¬ 
ry, the gravest scandal in 
the history of independent 
Ireland. The 720-page re¬ 


port — delivered to the gov¬ 
ernment in July but re¬ 
leased Thursday — analyzes 
the cases of 46 priests 
against whom 320 com¬ 
plaints were filed. 

The 46 were selected 
from more than 150 Dublin 
priests implicated in mo¬ 
lesting or raping boys and 
girls since 1940. Eleven 
priests convicted of child 
abuse are named in the re¬ 
port, but 33 are referred to 
by aliases and two have 
their names blacked out be¬ 
cause they have yet to face 
justice. The report rejected 
past bishops’ key claim that 
they were ignorant of both 
the scale and criminality of 
priests’ abuse of children, 
showing that the Dublin 
Archdiocese negotiated a 
1987 insurance policy for 
future legal costs of defend¬ 
ing lawsuits and compensa¬ 
tion claims.

The Honduran Supreme 
Court recommended 
Thursday that lawmakers 
vote against restoring 
ousted President Manuel 
Zelaya, another blow for 
his quickly fading chances 
of returning to power. 

The Supreme Court sub¬ 
mitted its opinion six days 
before Congress is sched¬ 
uled to vote on Zelaya’s 
fate as part of a U.S.-bro¬ 
kered agreement to end 
the political crisis over a 
June coup. 

The justices concluded 
that Zelaya should not be 
restored to the presidency 
because he has criminal 
charges pending against 
him, Supreme Court 
spokesman Danilo Iza- 
guirre said. 

“While he faces judicial 
charges, he cannot return 
to power,” Izaguirre said. 

Zelaya, who has been 
holed up in the Brazilian 
Embassy since sneaking 
back into the country from 
his forced exile Sept. 21, 
has declared the U.S.- 
baclced pact a failure, argu¬ 
ing Congress is violating 
the spirit of the agreement 
by waiting until after presi¬ 


dential elections Sunday to 
decide his future. 

The agreement called for 
the formation of a unity 
government but left the 
decision on restoring Ze¬ 
laya up to Congress, which 
was given the option of 
consulting the Supreme 
Court and other institu¬ 
tions. 

The Supreme Court jus¬ 
tices had initially deemed 
Zelaya’s ouster legal be¬ 
cause he violated court or¬ 
ders to cancel a referen¬ 
dum on rewriting the con¬ 
stitution. 

Opponents say Zelaya 
wanted to lift a ban on 
presidential re-election; Ze¬ 
laya denies that was his 
goal. 

Soldiers arrested Zelaya 
and whisked him out the 
country at gunpoint on 
June 28. Hours later, Con¬ 
gress voted to back his 
ouster.

The 
Rio and Sao Paulo parades 
are broadcast live through¬ 
out the nation of more 
than 190 million people. 
“Sometimes, good things 
come from bad things,” 
she said. 

Many women featured in 
Carnival dance nearly 
nude in feathered cos¬ 
tumes, but Arrada didn’t 
say how naked she’s will¬ 
ing to get. 

Porto da Pedra’s theme 
for this year’s parade at the 


Sambadrome will be 
“What will I wear?” — ad¬ 
dressing the evolution of 
fashion. It wasn’t yet 
known what kind of cos¬ 
tume Arrada will wear or if 
she will be on top of a 
float. 

“I hope to look good,” 
Arrada said, as photogra¬ 
phers kept tiying to get a 
good shot of the student 
who became an Internet 
sensation after video of 
what happened at the 
school appeared on 
YouTube. She had to put on 
a professor’s white coat 
and left the campus amid a 
hail of insults and curses. 

The private university 
expelled Arrada, alleging 
her provocative attitude, 
not her dress, caused the 
near riot. After a national 
uproar, the university rein¬ 
stated her. 

Arrada has made the cir¬ 
cuit of television talks 
shows in Brazil and has 
said she is enjoying her 
fame, but she denied any 
plans to pose nude for 
men’s magazines. “I don’t 
want to get exposed like 
that,” she said. 

Arrada, who was study¬ 
ing tourism, said she 
hoped to finish her fresh¬ 
man year at Bandeirante 
and transfer to another 
school in 2010. But she 
said she hasn’t returned to 
class because she still fears 
for her safety. 

Her lawyers have asked 
the university to guarantee 
her safety, but they say the 
school has not given any 
assurance. 

“I want to go back, but 
I’m very scared right now,” 
Arrada said. “Without 
some help from the uni¬ 
versity, there is no way I 
can return. They haven’t 
done anything yet.”

Russia Violence in three 
separate provinces of Rus¬ 
sia’s North Caucasus left 
three people dead on 
Thursday.

O n Monday, the 
Halifax Chroni¬ 
cle-Herald ran 
an In Memori- 
am for Kimber 
Leane Lucas, a young 
woman who died Nov. 23, 
1994, at the age of 25. 


The notice featured a 
photograph of a strikingly 
attractive, smiling young 
woman above a message 
that read, in part: “You will 
never be forgotten. Forever 
loved and missed, Mom, 
Charles and Ryan.” 

Lucas was murdered. She 
was seven months pregnant 
at the time of her death. 
Her case is one of 48 mur¬ 
ders in Halifax that current¬ 
ly remain unsolved. 

Lucas came from a good 
home, loved sports, did well 
in school and, at one point, 
considered a career as a 


fashion model. But some¬ 
where along the road, she 
became addicted to crack 
cocaine, and that led her in¬ 
to prostitution and petty 
crime. 

Before she was murdered, 
she had talked about get¬ 
ting off the streets. 

The question today is 
whether one of the reasons 
Lucas’ case remains un¬ 
solved 15 years later is be¬ 
cause she was a prostitute, a 
woman who, in the parl¬ 
ance, was “known to po¬ 
lice.” 

Last week, I did a stoiy for 


The Coast on Halifax’s un¬ 
usually high number of un¬ 
solved homicides. As part of 
my research, I spoke with 
Halifax Regional Police 
deputy Chief Chris McNeil. 

Essentially, McNeil argues 
there will always be un¬ 
solved homicides and these 
can usually be “categorized 
... many of them deal with 
individuals involved with 
the criminal subculture.” 

In fairness to McNeil, his 
point was that such cases 
are harder to solve because 
potential witnesses won’t 
talk to police. But the reality 


is there also seems to be a 
double standard. 

We hear a lot about inves¬ 
tigations involving victims 
the police refer to as “pure 
victims” — people like 19- 
year-old Jason McCullough, 
a straight-arrow kid who 
shovelled snow for the eld¬ 
erly and was killed in the 
summer of 1999 simply be¬ 
cause he was in the wrong 
place at the wrong time — 
but very little about what 
the police are doing to solve 
cases like Lucas’. 

When was the last time 
investigators dusted off her 


file and began asking ques¬ 
tions? When was the last 
time anyone talked with 
Kimber’s family about the 
progress of their investiga¬ 
tion? When was the last 
time police made a public 
appeal for assistance in the 
case. 

The fact is — as this 
week’s In Memoriam 
makes clear — Lucas was 
someone’s daughter. And 
her family still misses her.

Radicalism and racism: Polarities to avoid 



With news of the Fort Hood 
rampage in Texas and the 
revamped Canadian citizen¬ 
ship guide warning new¬ 
comers that “barbaric cul¬ 
tural practices” will not be 
tolerated, conflicting de¬ 
bates about terrorism and 
our expectations in the 
West are once again active 
and will continue to be un¬ 
til we collectively confront 
the two menacing forces of 


radicalism and racism. 

Both of these variables 
are alive and well and 
should invoke a deep hor¬ 
ror. Yet those who persist¬ 
ently deny the reality of any 
one of these insidious evils 
do so to the peril of our soci¬ 
ety as a whole. 

So let’s start with racism. 
Labelling and stigmatizing 
people lead to deep divi¬ 
sions within a society and 
facilitate a hostile environ¬ 
ment, not conducive to the 
positive growth of an in¬ 
creasingly diverse civiliza¬ 
tion. Many Muslims have 
been on the receiving end 
of stigmatization. We need 
to be clear that the vast ma¬ 
jority of Muslims in the 
West are peace loving. Mus¬ 


lims who regularly attend 
mosque and read the 
Qur’an, should not auto¬ 
matically translate into our 
minds as enemies of our 
democracy. 

So we need to think twice 
before exercising discrimi¬ 
nation on all people of the 
Muslim faith. 

It is only those Muslims 
who embrace a militant and 
extreme ideology rooted in 
Salafism that we need to be 
concerned about. Salafism 
is often used interchange¬ 
ably with Wahabbism and 
in its most extreme form, 
calls for jihad by the sword 
against all perceived ene¬ 
mies of Islam — particular¬ 
ly the West — and includes 
the subjugation of women, 


sometimes brutal. 

We cannot afford to im¬ 
port this irrational zeal, 
which is accepted and en¬ 
couraged in many parts of 
the world. We have every 
right to challenge such ide¬ 
ologies. 

It is time for us to make 
clear distinctions between 
peace-loving Muslims from 
those who are radicals. Sup¬ 
pressing open discussion 
and dialogue only serves to 
drive the evils of racism 
and radicalism under¬ 
ground where both can 
flourish to the detriment of 
all us all.

Dubai seeks 'standstill' on debt 


No worries for the ruler 


Just a year after the global 
downturn derailed Dubai’s 
explosive growth, the city 
is now so swamped in 
debt that it’s asking for a 
six-month reprieve on pay¬ 
ing its bills — causing a 
drop on world markets 
Thursday and raising ques¬ 
tions about Dubai’s repu¬ 
tation as a magnet for in¬ 
ternational investment. 

The fallout came swiftly 
after a Wednesday state¬ 
ment that Dubai’s main de¬ 


velopment engine, Dubai 
World, would ask creditors 
for a “standstill” on paying 
back its $60 billion debt 
until at least May. The 
company’s real estate arm, 
Nalcheel — whose projects 
include the palm-shaped 
island in the Gulf — shoul¬ 
ders the bulk of money 
due to banks, investment 
houses and outside devel¬ 
opment contractors.

When Sawyer Hannay was 
younger, he didn't know 
much about Cam Russell. 
But he's been catching up. 

The Halifax Mooseheads 
rookie defenceman has re¬ 
ceived a crash course on 
what his head coach was 
all about during his 10- 
year NHL playing career in 
the 1990s. 

“I’ve seen his videos on 
YouTube,” Hannay said. 
“It’s inspiring watching 
hard-nosed guys like that 
play.” 

The 6-foot-4, 190-pound 
Hannay is wise to take 
notes. Russell, who played 
396 games with the Blaclc- 
hawlcs and Avalanche, was 
a defensive-minded rear¬ 
guard who took care of his 
own end first and played 
with a rugged, physical 
edge. 


Hannay is carving out a 
similar niche on Halifax’s 
blue-line. 

“I feel I can learn a lot 
from him here, watching 
his old videos and listening 
to everything he has to 
say,” Hannay said. “I can 
pick up off it because 
that’s the player I want to 
be.” 

Selected in the sixth 
round (106th overall) of 
June’s draft, Hannay was 
described by the Moose- 
heads’ scouts as a “rock 
’em, sock ’em guy” who 
plays with “reckless aban¬ 
don.” 

While the 17-year-old is¬ 
n’t tossing opponents 
around like ragdolls, he 
makes them pay a physical 
price. 

At the same time, he has 
made very few mistakes 
with and without the 
puck, playing smartly 
within his known skating 
limitations.

There’s a proverb that 
reads: To know the road 
ahead, ask those coming 
back. 

But what if the few that 
are travelling said passage¬ 
way are only thieves and 
cannibals? That is the pri¬ 
marily the predicament 
that a pair of post-apoca¬ 
lypse survivors face in The 
Road. 

For those uneducated in 
Cormac McCarthy’s 

Pulitzer Prize-winning 
novel-turned-movie, The 
Road is a kind of a zombie 
movie without the zom¬ 
bies: A man (Oscar-nomi- 
nee Viggo Mortensen)

wanders across America 
with his young son (Kodi 
Smit-McPhee) in search of 
food, shelter and a trace of 
hope in an otherwise 
bleak, desolate world. 

As the pair travel by foot 
across a deserted interstate 
highway heading the un¬ 
known west for wishful re¬ 
pose, they discover faith 
only in each other while 
stumbling across occasion¬ 
al survivors that display 
the precarious virtue of hu¬ 
manity. 

As with McCarthy’s nov¬ 
el, there’s no clear explana¬ 
tion as to what happened to 
the modern world. 

Suffice it to say that 
Earth is now a destroyed 
wasteland — twisted metal 


litters the streets, forests 
have fallen and the sky is 
painted an oppressive 
smoky grey. For this rea¬ 
son, hiring director John 
Hillcoat (The Proposition) 
was a clever choice. When 


it comes to setting tone, 
Hillcoat is the Nick Drake 
of cinematography. 

But while he defiantly 
captures the dystopian 
look and feel, the Aus¬ 
tralian auteur still strug¬ 


gles with transposing the 
acclaimed novel into its 
cinematic counterpart. 

While Mortensen is cap¬ 
tivating even with a sparse 
amount of dialogue and ac¬ 
tion, the rambling struc¬ 


ture of the film will lack 
the pacing needed to deliv¬ 
er enough thrills for most 
fidgety filmgoers. 

Drive with caution, The 
Road ahead is a heavy 
ride.

Director Jim Sheridan 
burst onto the scene with 
the Oscar-winning My Left 
Foot in 1989 and since 
then has produced an 
eclectic body of work 
including In The Name Of 
The Father, the 
autobiographical In Amer¬ 
ica, and the 50 Cent epic 
Get Rich Or Die Trying. 

His latest movie is Broth¬ 
ers, a remake of the 2004 
Danish film of the same 
name about a family torn 
apart by war and post-trau¬ 
matic stress disorder. 

For Sheridan it was his 
first remake and as such a

“I wasn’t consciously try¬ 
ing to make my movie dif¬ 
ferent,” Sheridan told 
Metro.

“Rather than creating a 
universe where you’re vi¬ 
sually oriented, I’m more 
interested in capturing an 
emotional universe, 
which is invisible. I look 
for moments that are only 
going to appear once and 
are fleeting. 

“I think that visuals can 
get in the way of that. So I 
just try to keep things 
simple.” 

It’s a directorial ap¬ 
proach that has served Jim 
Sheridan well throughout 
his career and can be felt 
in every scene of the subtly 
moving Brothers. 

Expect to see the title 
pop up quite in the media 
as awards season rolls 
around.

An Audience Award 
winner at this year's 
Toronto International Film 
Festival, Precious rolls 
back into town with the 
hype machine at full blast. 
At this point, a Best 
Picture nomination looks 
like a fait accompli. 

Which doesn’t mean 
that the film, a fact-based 


account of Job-lilce misery 
as experienced by a 
teenage girl in late 80s 
Harlem, is a worthy piece 
of work. 

Precious comes adver¬ 
tised with adjectives like 
“harrowing,” and it is, but 
the discomfort mostly 
stems from director Lee 
Daniels’ willingness — and 
even eagerness — to revel 
in grotesque urban-night¬ 
mare imagery. 

Over the course of the 
film, 16-year old Precious 
(Gabby Sidibe), who has al¬ 
ready born two children 
by her own father, is sub¬ 
jected to an unending 
stream of verbal and phys¬ 


ical abuse, most of it stem¬ 
ming from her ornery, 
shut-in mother 

(Mo’Nique). 

After enrolling in a spe¬ 
cial education class 
presided over by a pretty, 
supportive young teacher 
(Paula Patton), Precious 
feels her first stirrings of 
hope — which is the 
film’s cue to cut her back 
down with extreme preju¬ 
dice. 

The fantasy set-piece 
where Precious is sur¬ 
rounded by archival- 
footage avatars of African- 
American achievers would 
be insulting if it wasn’t so 
ludicrous.

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Chinese Oscars heat up 


An Australia-based direc¬ 
tor's romance, a 
Taiwanese family drama 
and the story of a Chinese 
peasant guarding a cow 
are the unlikely trio of top 
contenders at the Chinese- 
language equivalent of 
the Oscars to be 
announced on Saturday. 

Jurors for this year’s Gold¬ 
en Horse Awards in Taiwan 
pushed aside several of the 
year’s blockbusters in 
favour of art-house films. 
Movies like Jackie Chan’s 
Shinjulcu Incident, John 
Woo’s historical epic Red 
Cliff II and the biopic of 
Bruce Lee’s lcung fu teacher, 
Ip Man, weren’t among the 
leading nominees. 

Instead, Clara Law’s Like 
a Dream bagged nine nom¬ 
inations, Leon Dai’s No 
Pudeo Vivir Sin Ti had 
eight and Guan Hu’s Cow 
seven. The three films are 
vying for best pictures ho¬ 
nours against Tsai Ming- 
liang’s Face — the latest of¬ 
fering from the Malaysian- 
Chinese director known 
for minimal dialogue and 
music — and Chinese film-

The best actor nominees 
are Daniel Wu, who played 
a Chinese-American man 
who travels to China to 
look for his imaginary love 
in Like a Dream; Chen 
Wen-pin from No Pudeo 
Vivir Sin Ti, the story of a 
working-class father who 
tries to retain custody of 
his 7-year-old daughter; 
Huang Bo from Cow, 
which follows a Chinese 
peasant who protects a 
dairy cow from Japanese 
invaders, and Nick Cheung 
from the action thriller 


The Beast Stalker. 

The best actress competi¬ 
tion will see a showdown 
between two of China’s 
top actresses — Zhou Xun 
and Li Bingbing. Both 
women received nods for 
their performances in The 
Message. The other con¬ 
tenders are Sandrine Pinna 
from the drama Yang Yang 
and Yolanda Yuan from 
Like a Dream. 

The Message is one of 
the few major commercial 
releases that racked up at 
least a few nominations. 
The Chinese spy thriller is 
also up for best screenplay 
adaptation, best visual ef¬ 
fects, best art direction and 
best makeup and costume 
design. 

Another high-profile pro¬ 
duction, Chen Kaige’s Mei 
Lanfang, also missed out on 
the top prizes. The famed 
Chinese director’s profile of 
late Peking Opera star Mei 
Lanfang was nominated for 
best supporting actor, best 
supporting actress, best 
new performer and best 
makeup and costume de¬ 
sign.

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Ninja films gold mine of great action

f the name Sho Kosugi 
doesn’t conjure up im¬ 
ages of whirling 
nunchuclcs or twirling 
throwing stars then 
your knowledge of ninja 
films probably doesn’t ex¬ 
tend much further than 
Teenage Mutant Ninja Tur¬ 
tles. 

Kosugi is the godfather of 
the modem ninja film, a 
Japanese martial artist who, 
during the 1980s, used his 
mad ninjitsu skills to battle 
every movie bad guy from 
evil terrorists to Mafia thugs 
and even possessed break 
dancers. 

When the “invisible war¬ 
rior” craze petered out in 
the early ’90s Kosugi be¬ 
came a star on Japanese TV 
and created a workout regi¬ 


men called Ninj aerobics. 

This week, however, he 
returns to the big screen in 
Ninja Assassin, playing 
Ozunu, head of a dangerous 
cult that turns orphans into 
blood thirsty killing ma¬ 
chines. 

The movie that kicked 
off ninja mania was 1981’s 
Enter the Ninja, a wild b- 
movie that features 19 
minutes of hardcore ninja 
action in the first 20 min¬ 
utes. 

Kosugi is an evil ninja 
hired to take down a virtu¬ 
ous “white ninja” (Franco 
Nero, who didn’t do any of 
his own fight scenes), who 
is protecting a friend’s 
Philippine plantation. 

The body count is high 
— 36 people get ninjaed, 
including one security 
guard who falls victim to 
the dreaded “mosquito 
spikes” — and even 
though the acting is terri¬ 
ble and the jokes a little 


flat it has, nonetheless, 
been described by one nin¬ 
ja fan as “fantastic crap.” 

Probably the most out¬ 
landish of the original ’80s 
wave of ninja flicks is Ninja 
III: The Domination, which 
features a lead character 
described as completely 
normal, aside from her “ex¬ 
ceptional extrasensory per¬ 
ception and preoccupation 
with Japanese culture.” 

In this one, an evil ninja 
attempts to avenge his 
death from beyond the 
grave, by possessing an in¬ 
nocent woman’s body. 

Ninja III is packed with 
cool stunts — a throwing 
star is tossed by some very 
limber ninja toes — and 
we learn that a ninja can 
transfer his soul through 
his sword to another per¬ 
son. 

Besides outrageous ninja 
action, the only thing 
these movies have in com¬ 
mon is stiff acting, but act¬ 


ing isn’t why you buy a you want to see a ninja 
ticket to see a movie called take on a pick-up truck 
Rage of Honor.

W hat you’re

All DRM cracking — even 
for legal reasons — will be 
illegal. 

• Want to use identity¬ 


blocking software to 
maintain online anonymi¬ 
ty? Not anymore you 
won’t. 

• But I saved the best 
for last. Customs officers 
of signatory countries will 
have the right to force 
you to prove that all the 
data on your iPod or lap¬ 
top was acquired legally. 
If Charlie the border 
guard suspects that even 
one of the music files on 
your Nano was obtained 
illegally, welcome to the 
world of search and 
seizure without the bene¬ 
fit of a lawyer. And given 


that Canada is on Ameri¬ 
ca’s “priority watch list” 
because they think we’re 
pirates on the magnitude 
of China, Russia and In¬ 
donesia, I’m nervous. 

Who’s behind this? 
We’re not sure. Canadian 
record labels were “con¬ 
sulted” but haven’t been 
involved in the final nego¬ 
tiations. 

Bottom line is that AC¬ 
TA could be in place by 
2010 and you won’t be 
able to do a damn thing 
about it. Federal trade 
agreements don’t require 
parliamentary approval. 
One signature from the 
appropriate government 
representative and it’s the 
law. Be afraid. Very afraid.

Canadian dancer brings sex 
appeal, talent to Nureyev role

Filmmaker Moze 
Mossanen brings interna¬ 
tional intrigue and artistic 
genius together in his new 
Bravo! production 
Nureyev, about the great 
Russian dancer who 
famously, dangerously de¬ 
fected in a Paris airport 
during the Cold War, and 
then revolutionized ballet 
in the West while evading 
Soviet recapture. 

Rudolf Nureyev’s wild 
elfin beauty, his genius 
and his limitless tech¬ 
nique present a self-evi¬ 
dent casting nightmare, 
but lithe Nico Archem- 
bault, winner of 2008’s So 
You Think You Can Dance 
competition, has the nec¬ 
essary talent and the 
charismatic handsome¬ 
ness. 

Still, playing Nureyev is 
a daunting task. 

“He remade the male 
dancer’s role,” says 
Archembault by phone. 
“Before Nureyev, men on 
stage were mostly props 
that women danced 
around. Nureyev changed 
everything. He was physi¬ 
cally one of the greatest 
dancers who ever lived, 
and he was also mysteri¬ 
ous yet flamboyant.” 

Archembault is an all¬ 
round dancer, a master of 
many styles, but moving 
into the purely ballet 
realm is tough. Profes¬ 
sionals can spend a 
decade or more getting 
some of those moves 
right. Ballet makes some 
unique demands on the 
body that modern and 
jazz styles don’t require. 

Luckily, Archembault, 
who recently danced in a 
Janet Jackson video, has a 
complete background to 
build upon for the chal¬ 
lenge of performing as 
Nureyev, including classi¬ 
cal ballet. 

“Ballet has been part of 
my routine all my life,” he 
says, “it’s always been 
part of my warm up and 
my work out. And since I 
got the role, I’ve been 
concentrating on ballet, 
with lots of private les¬ 
sons.”

Those lessons will be 
put to the test: co- 
starring is The Na¬ 
tional Ballet’s 
Principal 
Dancer, Greta 
Hodgkinson. 

Any slip-ups or 
half-gestures by 
Archembault 
will be hugely 
magnified by her 
flawless technique. This 
will be part of the story - 
seeing Archembault por¬ 


tray the emergence of 
men as serious 
dancers, de¬ 
serving equal 
time in the 
spotlight, 
which is 
still a 

newish con¬ 
cept in clas¬ 
sical ballet. 
Nureyev the 
man also represents 
more than skills and tech¬ 
nical brilliance — as a de¬ 



fector from the U.S.S.R, 
which historically treas¬ 
ured its dancers, Nureyev 
has always been synony¬ 
mous with defiant indi¬ 
viduality. 

“He escaped a brutal 
regime,” Archembault 
says appreciably, “when 
there was huge pressure 
for Russian artists to con¬ 
form to the state. But if 
you suppress all individu¬ 
ality then nothing new is 
ever created.”
